WHEREAS, The Hennepin Canal Parkway is a 104.5 mile long
State park which spans across Bureau, Henry, Lee, Rock Island,
and Whiteside counties; the canal is also a major part of the
475-mile long Grand Illinois Trail and part of the American
Discovery Trail that goes from coast to coast; it is also

listed on the National Register of Historic Places; and

WHEREAS, The first boat made its way down the Hennepin
Canal from the Illinois River to the Mississippi River in

November 1907; and

WHEREAS, A hundred years after its inception, the Hennepin
Canal State Park continues to offer fishing, hiking, biking,
boating, horseback riding, snowmobiling, cross-country skiing,

and other recreational opportunities; and
